“If should see that. further resist- 
ance was useless, I should take care 
that the 40,000 Bulgarians living here 
were all put out of the way. I should 
confide the women, children;-and sick to 
the care ‘of the foreign Consuls. and 
give every woman a white cloth; (Turk- 
ish play on words, meaning white flag, 
also shroud.]

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—After the. maze 
of non-official reports of the ‘political 
disturbances in the City of Mexico which 
\vashington received to-day comes @ 
telegram to-night to the State Depart- 
ment from the American Consul at Nueva 
Laredo, Mexico, on the American border, 
saying that he had heard a report that 
Madero had been. overthrown; that Gen. 
Reyes and Gen. Diaz had been released 
frcm prison by a mob, and that Reyes 
had been killed. On receiving this in- 
formation Secretary Knox sent tele- 
graphic instructions to Ambassador Wil- 
son at mexico City to make a detailed re- 
port immediately of everything that had 
occurred in the capital to-day. 

"Shortly before midnight the State De- 
partment received a dispatch from Am- 
bassador Wilson saying that a rumor was 
current in Mexico City that the Arsenal 
had surrendered to Felix Diaz; that 
mounted police, artillery, and rurales 
from Pacudaya had declared for him, and 
that the National Palace was the only 
Place still loyal to Madero. 

Another late dispatch from Ambassadog 
Wilson says that the revolt began at. 8:30 
o’clock this morning, and that Gens. Diaz 
and Reyes were released from jail. 

Fighting .began and President Madero 
led the loyal forces in person. Ambas- 
sador Wilson adds that it is impossible 
to obtain details.

ACCUSE RECLAMATION MEN. 


House Committee Urges Temporary 
Removal of Officials.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—A_ partial re- 
Port of a year-old investigation of the 
Reclamation Service by a. sub-committee 
of the House Committee on Expenditures 
in the Interior Department has resulted 
ina recommendation to the full commit- 
tee of a further investigation of the Serv- 
ice.. The temporary removal from office 
of Samuel Adams, ‘Assistant: Secretary of 
the Interior; F. H. Newell, director of the 
Reclamation .Service, and the supervising 
engineer, L. C. Hill, is recommended. The 
sub-committee seats also the cancel- 
lation of an alleged monopolistic contract 
between the Reclamation, Service and the 
Pacific Gas and. Electric Company, and 
the institution of such criminal proceed- 
ings as\may be warranted, and that a 
dam be erected on the Gila River Reser- 
vation, not far from Phoenix, Ariz., to 
correct a long series of injustices done_to 
the Indians. 

The _sub-committee .charges that the 
career of. the Reclamation Service during. 
the.ten years of its existence has been 
marked by incompetence, if not by fraud. 
The former: Secretary of the Interior, 
James R. Garfield, is. subjected. to sharp 
criticism for his decisions in signing away 
the rights of Indians: in:favor of large 
corporate land. speculators interested in 
The Gow- 
ernment, says the sub-cOmmittee’s  re- 
port, through the incompetence of the 
engineers of the Reclamation Service in 
making estimates on proposed projects, 
will probably be the loser to the extent 
of $115,000,000. The’ committee. also ac- 
cuses various employes of the Indian Bu- 
reau of juggling vouchers, forging checks,’ 
and -padding payroils, one suspension 
having -been ordered by: the Secretary of 
the’ Interior as a result.

attractions, as in the past. The managers 
in. ‘“:road’’ towns and. cities, according 
to’ information received, will agrée «in 
many. cases to change ‘the. policy of. cer- 
tain theatres, so that t e will be houses 
to. beok the dramatic attractions of .‘‘ syn- 
dicate”’ and ‘‘independent’’ managers, 
and others to house stock, vaudeville, or 
high-class motion-picture shows. Yt 
The .first step -in the new agreement 
came when it was announced ‘a short time 
ago’ that the Brandies Theatre in Omaha, 
Neb., -would book. attractions from both 
factions in the theatrical field. The Bran- 
dies Theatre had previously hooked shows 
sent out by Klaw & Erlanger and Stair & 
Havlin. To establish a competing house 
in Omaha, the Shuberts acquired Boyd’s 
Theatre. Under the new arrangement the 
Brardies house will get all the road book- 
ings. Omaha has a population of 124,096 
persons, and there are five other theatres 
there which house stock, vaudeville, and 
burlesque shows. 

The situation (there afforded a good ex- 
ample of the destructive competition 
which resulted*from the fight between the 
two systems. Both the Brandies and 
Burd’s. Theatre suffered because, with the 
two houses running, more dramatic pro- 
pace eg were offered. than the city: could 
support. : } 

n St. Joseph, Mo., the Tootle Theatre, 
controlled ‘by the Shuberts, has -been 
picked to book the attractions of both fac- 
tions. St. Joseph has a population. of 
17,403 persons, and there is another thea- 
tre in the town. In Providence, R: I 
Shuberts,. will house the road shows. ‘Co- 
han Sart wiJl soon send one of their 
plays there, although’ they have. generally 
been ‘associated with the “ syndicate ” -in 
their. bookings. ; 


The end of*hostilities was not a sur- 
prise to theatrical men, who said that'.a 
truce was the only way of averting a 
crash. Managers viewed with alarm the 
rapid increase in the number of thea- 
tres inthis city, because,’ they said, they 
could ‘not get enough attractions for their 
theatres, nor audiences to. fill them The 
same situation existed on the road, only 
in. an aggravated form.. Where it was 
not possible ‘to lease a house the heads 
of -the rival - factions. built. one, either 
with their own or local capital. 

The situation was just as unsatisfactory 
to the producer,’ who’ booked . plays. with 
either of the two factions.’ He found that 
when he ‘ook his play to some 
night stand.”’ the rival managers had 
offered another attraction for the. same 
evening.- This divided’ the «theatregoing 
public between: two plays when there 
was only support for one. It frequently 
happened, it was said, that two of the 
foremost actors of the’ country found 
themselves opposéd in -their engagements 
and played..to -small. houses: when either 
ane alone would have been a big attrac- 
tion. f 

A- determined effort will now be madé to 
eliminate these objectionable features of 
the, business. One effect of the agree- 
ment, it. was. said,-might, be to lower. the 
price of admission .to first-class houses. in 
this city, although this. was not looked.for 
immediately. Several. managers, it was 
asserted, were in favor of reducing, the 
price of orchestra seats from $2 to $1.50. 
Hitherto this was impossible, for the manh- 
agers felt that the public would miscon- 


was inferior. \ 

Outside of the possible reduction in the 
rice of seats, New York, Boston, Wash- 
ngton and Chicago, the largest producing 
centres: in the country were not likely 
to see any important changes as a 
result of the agreement, it. was_ said. 
There were so many théatres here, it was 
explained, thiat the producers never lacked 
‘a house, and as every producer desired to 
-send his show on the road with the pres- 
tige of a New York run, the number of 
houses here was not likely to be reduced. 
There are two. sides to the. business of 
firms like Klaw & Erlanger and. the 
Shuberts. One is the producing side, and 
the. other the--renting of theatres. _The 
theatres owned or controlled by ‘these 
firms operate on a percentage basis, not 
a flat rental.. Each theatre gets a certain 
proportion of the. gross receipts of the 
play appearing in it, whether it-is the 
manager’s own or some one else’s. If de- 
structive competition prevails ‘n the the- 
atrical field, the “syndicate” and thé 
Shuberts lose both on their theatres and 
on their productions.

WARNS THEM TO STAY SHUT 


Where Patrons Showed a Disposition 
to Linger They Were Hustled Out 
on the Stroke of Twelve.

Following the closing of five hundred 
saloons and hotels principally in. Harlem 
shortly before midnight. yesterday by In- 
spector John F. Dwyer, who since the 
suspension of Inspector Dennis Sweency 
has been in command of the Sixth Inspec- 
tion District as well as the Fourth, the 
Inspector with a large forca of detectives 
spent the greater part of Sunday in visit- 
ing. these placés to see that his. orders 
fcr the strict observance of the. excise 
law were being obeyed. The detectives 
reported most of the bars closed as tight 
a3.drums. — . 

Commissioner Waldo less than six weeks 
ago'issued an order to his Jnsnectors *o 
enforce the Sunday excise law in their 
respective districts. ‘tne ComM.ssi 
made it known that he desired to close 
up the back rooms of Raines law hotels, 
and: saloons, where women of the si:éci3 
and their male companions gathered in 
the early hours of Sunday to drink and 
carouse. 

The majority of the Inspectors took the 
erder lightly, and if a person was known 
he: found no great difficulty.in gaining 
adritttance on Surflay to the back room 
of his, favorite saloon. Inspector lowyct, 
however, started out to enforce the or- 
der, and in a short time he closed up the 
back rooms of '.hundreds of. saloons, 
“« dives,’ and ‘‘dumps ” in the Tenderloin, 
forcing their habitués and those who de- 
pend on vice for a livelihood to seek other 
haunts. ; 5 

Harlem for a long time has had_the 
reputation of being pretty ‘* wide open’’ 
on. Sunday, and visitors there have had 
little difficulty in getting all they wanted 
to, drink in’ the back rooms of saloons, 
In the negro section excise conditions on 
the Sabbath have been particularly bad. 
When Inspector Sweeney was suspended 
and Dwyer took. over. the district the 
liquor men. were in hopes that the same 
wide open conditions might prevail. 

They were more than a little surprised, 
therefore, when the new Inspector and a 
large force of. plain clothes men visited 
their places ten minutes before midnight 
on Saturday and informed them that they 
would have to close up promptly at 12 
o’clock. After ordering the places closed 
Inspector Dwyer stationed in each of 
them a detective or patrolman to see that 
at midnight his orders were obeyed, 

The proprietors of the saloons and thelr 
customers, finding that the police were 
in earnest, did not attempt to parley with 
them, but .left the saloons quietly. In 
cases where patrons showed a disposition 
to linger they were driven from the 
saloons by the police. . 

In the College <nn,-in- West 125th Street, 
one of the best known resorts in Harlem 
for- late entertainment, a large throng of 
men and women were assembled when 
Dwyer’s detectives arrived on the scene. 
The. policé informed the proprietor that 
the place would havé“to close promptly 
at midnight, and when the clock struck 
12 the last patron had departed and the 
place was in darkness. 

With. two astricts now in his com- 
mand Inspector Dwyer has a territory 
to safeguard which extends all the way 
from. Forty-second Street. to Spuyten 
Duyvil, and which embraces much of the 
East Side of Harlem.

The truancy problém and the matter of 


compulsory school attendance’is the sub- |. 


ject of a report by the Committee of 
School Inquiry, written by Prof. Paul H. 
Hanus and Dr. Jesse D. Burks, Director 
of Philadelphia’s Bureau of Municipal Re- 
search. It suggests sweeping changes in 
the organization of the compulsory at- 
tendance service, but recommends the ap- 
proved plan adopted by the Board of Edu- 
cation last April, That plan was proposed 
and accepted after preliminary investiga- 


tions and criticisms by the committee, but }. 


there is apparently still much tobe de- 
sired in the improvement.of the service. 


Says Prof. Hanus: 
‘‘One important aspect of a satisfactory 


compulsory attendance service deserves |- 


special attention. The service, at present, 
limits itself unduly to the performance of 
police functions, aiming chiefly at the 
immediate explanation and Checking of 
truancy and irregularity rather than at 
the prevention of truancy and irregularity 
by attempting to discover and. control 
their causes. Such control of truancy by 
police methods alone is quite inddequate 
and often inappropriate. The harmful ef- 
fect of irregularity of attendance on the 
education of children was poiffed out in 
the discussions of promotions and non- 
‘{promotions. The evil effect of irregular- 
‘ity and truancy on character and conduct 
‘during and outside of school hours is ob- 
ivious. The prevention of irregularity and 
{truancy by striking at their causes is, 
j therefore, even more important than the 
attempt to cure.them. 

Suggests Plan.of Reorganization. 
‘We accordingly recommend a reorgan- 
‘ization of the compulsory attendance 
‘service and.an enlargement of its pro- 
‘gramme so as to include) preventive as 
/ Well as corrective and disciplinary treat- 
‘ment; and accompanying this reorganiza- 
tion, first, a complete“revision of the 
system of records and reports, so as to 
‘provide an adequate basis, now lacking, 
for administrative judgment ‘and control, 
and, second, a standardization of all rou-

.ther, that an Attendance Bureau, respon-

THE CULEBRA. SLIDE. 

The continued sliding of rock and 
earth into the great Culebra Cut of 
the Panama Canal is not dishearten- 
ing, it may be said that it is not even 
vexatious to the canal staff, for it is 
expected, cannot be prevented, and it 
must continue until nature has reached 
a stable readjustment of geologic 
weights and pressures in that region 
where her original arrangements have 
been so considerably interfered with by 
man, The great slide now impending, 
which, according. ta. THe Timus’s dis- 
patch of yesterday, threatens to carry 
three millions of cubic ‘yards of earth 
and rock intd the :cut; is a serious 
matter, as anybody cat see, But this 
is only one of a series of slides. In 
the year ended July 1, 1912, 2,710,000 





‘cubic yards of rock and earth that had 


slid into the canal were excavated at 
Culebra. The total excavation of slide 
material in that year was 5,535,000 
cubic yards, and there have pea 
16,671,000 cubic yards of “slides” ex- 
cavated from the canal bed ninco + we 
began the work. 

The surface or gravity slides, where 
material runs down the bank, as ‘it 
may be observed to run down the em- 
bankment of a- freshly made railroad 
cut, are not the most serious, although 
they are often troublesome. The greater 
slides, like that now in progress at 
Culebra, are really structural breaks 
and deformations. They originate at 
the crest of the élevation, dt a con- 
siderable distance from the ling of the 
canal. The enormous pressure of the 
rock and earth of the hill tops imparts 
motion, ysually very slow motion, to 
the material underneath;. which is 
mostly a type of rock of very little 
strength. It breaks and crumbles, and, 
as the process continues, becomes 
moistened with ground water, and, 
continuing ‘to yield to the pressure 
above, ultimately forces up the bottom 
of the eanal cut, precisely .the point 
where the greatest weight of earth has 
been removed, leaving no resistance to 
the new forces of displacement. ‘Then, 
too, great masses of éarth from ‘the 


slope slide down over the bank of the} 


canal into its bed, covering the railroad 
tracks and the steam shovels to. a 
depth of many feet. 
There is no preventive. The engi-, 
neers in charge of the work ‘are, well 
aware, that they have nothing to do 
save to excavate and haul away the 
material of} the movihg mass. heaved 
from the bottom of the canal until the 
slide comes to rest; and this is equally 
| true of the gravity slides whith: ‘bring 
their millions of cubic yards into the 
cut.

MR. WHITMAN AND THE PEOPLE. 

In a general way the Prosecuting At- 
torney of New York is quite right when 
he tells his hearers in Philadelphia: 

The duty of our citizens as to the re- 


vision of laws or the enactment of legis- 
‘lation is insignificant, compared wita 


/gelves, to the community, and té the 
Séenerations yet to come, to.see to it 
that the machinery of Government 18 
Placed in. the. hands of those not neces- 
Sarily the greatest men in the com- 
munity, not the wisest or the most, ex- 
rerienced, but those who aré dedicated 
tu the proposition that the tasks which 
the law imposes upoh-~certain public 
officials shall- be. properly’ performed, 
that such public ofticers shall be re- 
sponsible in the discharge of théir du- 
ties to the people, ard to no one else 
on earth. 


From the time of the Athenian “ re- 
publie” the duty of citizens to -eléct 
“good men” for the various posts. of 
power and trust has been, quite propér- 
ly, urged on every democracy. ( In the 
case. of Mr. WuHiTMANn that duty Was 
‘performed, with results highly sdatisfac- 
tory, and with still further and greater 
results fairly to be éxpected. 

But it is to be noted that the mode 


of election is a matter.of. very great 


importance, and that a real majority of 
the people, with the best intentions in 
the: world ’.as° to good officials, may 
practically be unable to carry out those 
intentions if the mode be confused and 
perplexing. .New York has made much 
progress in the last twenty years to- 
ward. good -overnment. It has largely 
been due to the évolution of a method 
of election which has enabled the voters 
to concentrate their attention more and 
more upon single offices of considerable 
power and jnfluence. Fortunately the 
District’ Attorneyship has always been 
such’ an office, and it is due to that 
fact that it has generally ‘béen . well 
tilled, . and is now filled ‘admirably. . If, 
for example, next Fall Mr. WHITMAN 
should be a candidate for re-election, no 
voter would be in doubt as to how the 


would be/dorte, if he were elected—as, 
beyond all reasonable question, he 
would be. In municipal affairs the 
process of simplification, of the concen- 
tration cf power and responsibility, has 
not been carried to its logical and prdc- 
tical conclusion, but it has gone. far 
enough to render the task of getting an 
adequate Mayor, for example, much less 
of a gamble than it used to be. And 
this is true, although the latest at- 
tempt has not been, brilliantly success- 
ful. ‘Much light has been thrown on the 
extremely serious problem of whom not 
.to choose. Thanks incidentally to the 
direct and indirect influence of Mr. 
WHITMAN’s activities, the voters of New 
York are likely. to have pretty definite 
ideas of what they want to do, or not 
do, this: year, with plenty of significant 
facts on which to base those ideas. 


MAKING ENGLAND “JUMP AROUND.” 
‘There is much shrewd sense in the 
brain’ of the sucgessful country banker 
of England. Lord Faser, a leader of 
his class; shows it when he predicts that 
ff the United Sthfes gets a substantial 
measure of.freedom of trade our indus- 
trials will .make England “jump 
4round ” to. keep her share of the mar- 
kets of the world.
